S. Korea Paper j 
Charges Four 
ll. S. Betrayals 


SB G I L, Korea IP—The govern­ 
ment sponsored newspaper Korean 
Republic accused the United States 
today of ‘’selling out or deserting” 
South Korea at least four times 
and hinted that another betrayal 
was in the making. 
The full page editorial w as the 


strongest attack the English lan­ 
guage newspaper ever has made 
on the United States. 
The editorial said the armistice 
broke the pledge of unification and 
complained that withdrawal of two 
U. S divisions while the Commu­ 
nist army is l.OOO.OOO strong gives 
a “ strong impression” 
that all 
United Nations troops will pull out 
and leave South Korea at the mer­ 
cy of the Reds. 
It complained that much of the 
200 million dollars U. S. aid pro­ 
gram “ will not be spent,” and it 
said that cancellation of U. S. tung­ 
sten purchases cuts off 31 million 
dollars of the 45 million dollars 
in foreign exchange that Korea 
gained last year. 
The newspaper said the Ameri­ 
can buildup of Japan was a “ ter­ 
rible and costly mistake” and ac­ 
cused the United States of siding 
with Japan in the Korea-Japan dis­ 
pute

Can Prevent 
War 3: Gruenther 


P H IL A D E L P H IA CRI— Gen. A l­ 
fred M Gruenther believes Allied 
forces in Europe are strong enough 
now to prevent a third World War. 
The supreme commander for the 
Allied powers believes his forces 
are "more than the Russians can 
handle with the forces they have 
in occupied Europe.” He said they 
provide a considerable deterrent to 
“ any hot headed act” by the Soviet 
Union. 
Gruenther gave his appraisal of 
the present situation in a speech 
Wednesday night to the closing ses­ 
sion of the Philadelphia Bulletin’s 
eighth annual forum.

Eleanor Roosevelt who pleaded for 
patience and understanding with al­ 
lies in the United Nations, and for­ 
eign operations administrator Har­ 
old E. Stassen who called the re- 
ent Big Four Berlin conference

in 
IO 
years.” 
Stassen said Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles made the Rus­ 
sians back down on their demands 
for recognition for Communist Chi­ 
na and exposed the Russian “ new 
look” as a “ new tyranny, the tyr­ 
anny of fear.” 
Gruenther stressed that his view 
of Russian-Allied strength is based 
on what the Communists have in 
occupied Europe. 
•We still do not have enough to 
resist an all opt Soviet attack if 
the Soviet Union should utilize its 
resources to its full capabilities," 
he said 
But he looked forward to the 
time, ‘ some three or four years 
hence” when the Allied cause will 
be buttressed with the ability to 
launch atomic attacks by long and 
>hort range aircraft, guided mis­ 
siles and artillery.

SPRINGFIELD IW-Gov, William 
G Stratton’s top financial advisor 
has painted an optimistic picture 
in his first semi-annual report on 
the ‘ closely-drawn” 1953 55 state 
budget. 


State Finance Director Morton 
H. 
Hollingsworth 
says 
his 
first 
semi-annual report on the budget 
indicates the state is in sounder 
condition than even he or the gov­ 
ernor had hoped. 


State income for the first six 
months was slightly better than 


their early 1953 estimates, while 
.state spending totaled well below 
authorized lew is 
“ I knew our payroll was in good 
shape,” Stratton commented "But 
I wasn’t sure we could live within 
our estimates on commodity buy 
mg until I got the report on the 
first six months—it should be a 
good forecast of our spending in 
the final 18 months.” 
See Less Revenue 
Some state 
o f f i c i a l s were eau 
tious. 
however, 
about predicting 
the first quarterly report would 
set the trend for the biennium 
They pointed out that an eco­ 
nomic dip could mean less salt's 
tax revenue and a greater relief 
load, and that heavy or light state 
buying in the final quarter of the 
previous biennium was reflected 
in the report.
